•\ oais old, winch some times seemed to 
be filled with vigoi beyond his capacity 
toi con timing, and while leading him 
to watei ho would often act like a colt, 
pimping jbout, and I became almost 
if laid to walk before him (though I 
shoncd no signs of this to him), and 
lin illv decided to have his horns taken 
ofl btfme he did any damage 


He was tlierefoie taken to a neighbor 


v\ho bad dishotned twenty-six of his 
ovv a herd, and put into a stall made of 
two inch plank and just wide enough 
to admit an animal, his shouldeis be- 
ing CVPII with the front end, when a 
piece of timber was placed below, an- 
othu above, his neck and against his 
sliouldcis, his head drawn around to 
tlio side and fiimly tied, a timber was 
iiso put across the stall undei the ani- 
mal just back of lus forelegs, laising 
Ins tcet fiom the floor, the hair was 
sheared off closely at the base of the 
honi, and with a fine-toothed meat 
(nauow blade) the horn was cut off as 
ncai the head as possible, leaving it 
like onp natui ally without horns, which 
n is peihaps thiee-eighths of an inch 
mi the skin 
When done, the head was 


tied to tho other side and the other 
hoin cut off both of which left open- 
ings about thiee-fomths of an inch in 
di iraetei into the headQand into which 
was put a veiy little cotton to keep out 
tin I 
He bled veiy fieely on one side 


but on the olhei very little, and was 
t itccn home a diffeient-lookmg animal 


Af tei one week mattei foimed in one 


MHO and foicod the cotton out and con- 
tinued thus foi a week, when it dned 
up at -nhieh time the cotton was taken 
f i run the othei side and it also ran a 
little, at which I was at first alaimed, 
but leained it wat, necessary to foice 
out the saw clnst -which had fallen into 
the opening 


SOHIO wutets say "It does not hint

January, 1807, and before he was yet ten years

Pomeianln and two years later, during the ab 
sonce ot his brother in England the conduct of 
the civil as well as the military affairs of the 
Kingdom was intrusted to him 


InMuicli HH8 when the Insurrection broke 


out in Berlin, he withdrew for awhile to En- 
gland In order to escape the popular odium 
then fastened upon him of being an absolutist 
In the summer of tho following year he re 
turned to Prussia and commanded the army

Diothor tho King, as well as his recognised 
ability as u counselor was such that on all im 
portunt matters his opinions were sought, and 
not Infrequently his advice taken or his sug 
gostlons adopted In 1857, when the King was 
talten 111, Prince William acted in his stead In 
October 18 8 he was formally installed as Re- 
gent, and was finally crowned King January S 
1801 
Prior to his ascending the throne Piinoe 


William had been recognized as the silent head 
of the party which was striving to effect the 
union of Germany, aad accordingly tnhlmwere 
centered the fondest hopes of every German 
patilot 
How completely those hopes were re 


alizcd the history of the reign will tell His 
policy from the outset, while far from satisfy 
Ing the extreme Liberals of his subjects, yet 
showed the grandness of the man s aims and 
Ideas and indicated plainly the reforms he con- 
templated bringing about 
July 14, 1861, the 


student Oskar Becker a Liberulist extremely 
fanatical In his views made a futile attempt to 
assassinate tho King while he was walking on 
the Promen ule at Baden Baden He urged, as 
an excuso for the deed the utter incapacity of 
William to eltcot tbe union of Germany the ac 
complishment of whloh, however may now be 
pointed to us one of the notable acts of a long 
and splendid rolgn 


In 1862 he placed Blamnrck at the head of 


his Cabinet as Minister of Foreign Affairs, 
and two years later, after procuring the co 
opeiatlon of Austria In the Sohleswlg Holsteln 
war achieved a splendid vlctoiy for Prussia His 
sagacity in seleitlng able statesmen and skilled 
Generals, was only equaled by his< unyielding 
support sustaining them against all opposl 
tion 
His unbounded confidence In Bismarck, 


as well aa in Von Roon and Moltke was fully 
continued by tho rapid and brilliant successes 
attondmf? his forces in the war against Austria 
This wir, in which lie personally took an active 
part extinguished Austria as a German Power 
and placed him at the head of the new North 
German confederation with 
SohloswIgHol 


stein Hanover, Hesse Cassel 
Nassau and 


Trankfort added to his Prussian dominions 


On the J 1th of February 1807 ho opened the 


C nstltuont Reichstag and on Tuly 1 of the 
same year made Bismarck Chancelor 


In June, 180", in company with his nephew, 


Alexander the Second of Russia he visited 
Parli and while sojourning in that city was 
icioivcd as tho honored guest of Napoleon the 
Third then on tlie throne of Prance From that 
time on tho filendly relations between Prussia 
nnd Russia were strengthened, especially as 
tho two Clianoolors— Bismarck and Qortsoha 
Itoff— wore as muoh In accord as were their re- 
spective sovereigns As w 11 be seen later on, 
this mutual fooling between the two powers 
was no small factor in tlie ultimate victory over 
France und in the final realisation of German 
unity It has been claimed by some writers that 
King William in his determination to have his 
dynasty maintain its position as the protector

May 10, and on July 9 appeared the Emperor's 
proclamation incorporating Alsace Lorraine 
with the empire August 16, 1875 he unvalled

without useless ostentation or display 


When lu Berlin he occupied a small palace at 


the corner of XJnter den Linden and Opoia 
Place, bis presence here was made known to 
the people by hoisting from the roof of tbe pal 
see the red flag with tho Landwehr Cross He 
rose, ordinarily, between sir and seven o clock 
In the morning, and Instead o£ indulging until 
ten In the luxury ol morning gown and slip 
pers dressed at once and immediately after 
breakfast went to his work which occupied 
him by far the greater part of the day His 
favorite place of abode was at his lustio castle 
ut Potsdam and upon which he expended more 
money than upon his city residence in Berlin 
Welsbaden Ems and Gasteln were his favoiite 
health resorts 


He was a friend of the chase and In his 


younger days always participated in the grand 
hunting parties formed for his pleasure, and in 
whloh he invariably came out with the record 
clinging to him of being a skilled and lucky 
sportsman 
He was married June 11, 1811 to 


Augusta, daughter of Grand Duke Charles 
Frederick ot Saze Weimar, and who still tmr 
vives him She was born September 80 1811 
His son, the Crown Prince that was now the 
King and second Emperor of United Germany 
Frederick William Nicholas Charles was born

How Farmer. Can Obtain ComWerabU 


Information* 


The observing farmer may learn much 


that is valuable by experimenting in a 
email way with different methods ol 
cultivating his fields. The common 
difficulty is that he applies the particu- 
lar treatment to the whole field, not 
leaving a portion for comparison, and 
he guesses at the result instead of 
weighing and measuring. 
We would 


not ask him to be laboriously accurate, 
but a reasonable amount of care may 
be taken. Suppose, for example, that 
he wishes to ascertain the comparative 
advantages of two or three different 
modes of planting or raising corn, the 
number of stalks to the hill, what va- 
riety Is most productive; he may adopt 
two modes, either of which will require 
little or no additional labor, and at the 
same time give him valuable informa- 
tion.

The knowledge thus ob- i 
tained may be worth hundreds of dol- ! 
lars eventually, in cultivating fields of 
forty or fifty acres for a succession of 
years. 


Another, and perhaps a more accu- 


rate mode, will be to plant the differ- 
ent kinds, or to apply the different 
modes, in strips running across tho 
field, and each just wide enough for a 
row of shocks. When husking count 
tho number of bushels in parallel rows 
of equal length, and the comparative 
merits of eacli will be learned. 
This 


mode will bo leas liable to error than 
tho first mentioned mode, because the 
parallel strips of land embrace alike 
tho richer and poorer portions of the 
field; while single squares may vary 
materially in the quality of the soil. 


In testing different varieties of tho 


potato, single parallel rows of equal 
length may be measured in their sev- 
eral products, where the object alone 
is to cloteimine the comparative merits 
of varieties. 
But in ascertaining the 


effects of fertilizers, the experiment 
should extend to several rows, because 
the fibrous roots, always running sev- 
eral feet horizontally, would feed on 
the manure in the next row, if single 
rows were treated. 


In determining tho comparative re 


suits from different experiments with 
sowed grain, or in the treatment of 
meadows, measured strips of equal 
length should extend across the field, 
and each sort be kept separate until 
threshed 
or weighed, experiments 


with each soit requiring more care 
and labor than with hill or drill cult- 
ure. 


Such experiments as these, performed 


with a reasonable amount of care, will 
give a far more reliable, accurate and 
valuable knowledge than such as may 
be acquired by mere guesswork. Plans 
lor such experiments may be raid be- 
fore tho busy season of spring opens.— 
Country Gentleman. 


FORMATION OF SOILS. 


FARM CONVENIEfjCES^ 


How to Make a Simple,.and Ineipenilw 
Box aud Back Elevator. 


At the request of the editor to send 


descriptions of farm conveniences, etc., 
I venture to explain my apparatus for 
elevating a wagon box and hay rack, 
•which is easily made and not expensive. 
It consists simply of a windlass or 
roller five inches in diameter and six 
leet long, reaching from outside to 
outside of first and third joists in the 
wagon shed. For bearings I nail a 
piece of hard wood in oh board on the 
inside of and projecting above each 
joist, with the upper edge hollowed out 
to receive the gudgeons. I cut a 
shoulder in each end of the roller one 
inch deep, thus forming gudgeons or 
journals three inches in 
diameter. 


With a two-inch auger I bore two holes 
through the roller at right angles with 
each other, near one end, into which I 
insert two levers about six feet long. 
I take an inch rope of suitable length; 
form ft large loop in each end to go 
around the steps on the outside of the 


i box, then I fasten the middle of the

Where Worms Search for Comfortable and 


Nourishing Abodes. 


Our soils, as is well known, depend 


upon a variety of actions which serve 
to break up the rocky matter of the 
earth and to commingle that matter 
with organic materials more rapidly 
than the erosive agents can remove the 
detritus from tho point at or near which 
it decays. For tho formation of tho 
soil two actions, at least, are essential: 
First, tho bod rock must be broken into 
fragments sufficiently separated from 
each other to permit the passage of 
roots between them; second, the rock 
fragments must be still further com 
minuted and commingled with organic 
•waste to make the combination of or- 
ganic and inorganic matter on which 
the utility of tho soil absolutely de- 
pends. Although the earth worms ore 
undoubtedly very important agents in 
overturning and breaking up soil, it 
appears to me that they arc most effect- 
ive in tho tilled fields or in the natural 
and artificial grass lands. So far as I 
have been able to observe, these creat- 
ures aie riuoly found in our ordinary 
forests, where a thick layer of leaf mold, 
commingled with branches, lies upon 
the earth. Tho character of this de- 
posit is such that the creatures are not 
competent to make their way through 
k, and they therefore in the main avoid 
such situations. Moreover, wherever 
the soil is of a very sandy nature, earth 
worms are scantily found if they are 
present at all. These worms are prac- 
tically limited to the soils of a some- 
what clayey character, which have no 
coating of decayed vegetation upon 
them. As the greater portion of the 
existing soil has been produced in for- 
est regions, I shall first examine the 
action of various animals upon the soil 
of wooded countries. The mammals 
are, of all our vertebrates, the most ef- 
fective in their action upon tho soil of 
forests. Twenty species or n»oro of 
our American mammals are burrowers 
in tho forest bod. They either make 
their habitations beneath the ground 
or resort to it in the pursuit of food. 
Of these, our burrowing rodents are 
perhaps tho most effective, but a large 
number of other small mammals resort 
to the earth and make considerable ex- 
cavations.— Popular Science Monthly.

hooks in each end to hook undei1 the 
bed pieces of the rack. The joists can 
be floored over excepting a narrow 
space for the rope to run in and for the 
arms of the windlass to re-solve. 
Formerly it was a good lift foi two 
men to unload a box or lack. Now, 
one man can easily do it, besides, 
when not in use thin aie under shelter 
nnd out of the way. We also utilized 
ours at last butcheiing-time for hang- 
ing up our four hundred pound pigs.— 
Cor. Ohio Farmer.
